The Sohvenhart girl 
olang to the boat and was rescued later 
by some boys. Mrs. Derufg leaves a 
husband and two small children. The 
two young ladies were each about 20 
years of age.

The Republicans of Louisville held a 
convention one night this week; that is 
they started to do S0| but the meeting 
was soon in confusion, and Hon. A. E. 
Willson, a prominent candidate for the 
U. S. i^enate. Col. Andrew Cowan, Hon. 
James F. Bnckner, Hon. Matt O'Doherty 
and other.s ainonv: the most prominent 
in the party left the hall and openly an- 
nounced that they and thdr friends 
would not sopport the ticket plaoed in 
the field. 

The A. P. A.'s got control of the con- 
vention and ran things to suit themselves. 
This was what caused the trouble. 
As a result of the convention's nomi- 
nations there is a big split in the Repub- 
lican party. Willson, Buckner, O'Doher- 
ty and Mr. A. J. Brandeis, all of whom 
were delegates to the convention, say 
that it was not a Republican conven- 
tion, hut a mere Republican ratification 
of secret nominationi "made by a band 
of political cut-throats and aaeaselns." 

While the confusion and excitement 
was at the highest the Courier-Journal 
says that Hon. A. B. Willson leaped out 
into the aisle and, with face ashen in 
color, began a speech, lie said he had 
been anxious for some time as to the out- 
come of the ( onvention, and he was not 
certain that the delegates who had been 
selected in a careless fashion would reg 
ister the will of the Republicans of the 
city in the matterof selecting candidates. 
He said that enough had transpired in 
the convention hall to demonstrate to 
any man with half an nndentanding 
that it was the work of the secret polit- 
ical assassin, who, behind closed doors, 
had plotted against the rights of the free- 
born American citizens; of an associa- 
tion whose objects were secret, and about 
It lioM proe«eding$ there wot the iKme and the 
mimiim that co'ihl not ntnii'f the enmhinn of 
publicity; of an organiiution rdioK work 
wai done in the dark and behind dosed doors, 
and who met and prepared slatet to foist upon 
tfie loyal, true and time-tried Republican of 
the city of LouitviUe. "We will not stand 
thin outrage" said Mr. Willion paisionately, 
"and I, for one, desire to serve warning that 
I will not recognize the work <ifthisco>iventi(m 
ond the reiuU of the machiiMliont qf the 
underhanded secret political auastin. 

"Those of us who have stood by the 
party and fought its battles in years 
past, serve warning that we do not re- 
irard thi.'- as a convention of Repulilican.s, 
and we will not bear the burden of its 
actions; we, wiho have served the party 
in the time of her peril will not be do- 
minated by this order, thii »tcnl amocia- 
tion that ttabt in the dark while U fawns in 
th'' .iuiiIh/IiI. and we serve notice that we 
will not abide the action of a convention 
that we do not consider composed of Re- 
publicans. I have no political favors to 
ask of you," shaking his fist defiantly in 
the direction of the dele^iate* from the 
Eleventh and Twelfth wards, where the 
majority of the A. P. A. strength is said 
to lie, "and I want j'on to understand 
now, once for all, that I ask nothing of 
you, and I do not fear you or your mid- 
iiijrht meetinj;s. Tiie nominees of this 
convention must be Republicans, time- 
tried and time-tested, or else they will 
not receive the supj)ort of me or of my 
friends, of whom I have many, or of 
those of the old Republicans, who value 
party principles above anything else. 
Rijht now I want ijou O) undcrgland, all of 
i/ijit, that you shall not be pvrmittid to ride 
into office m the back of the liepiiblican parti/ 
in this dJty and oninly, or beneath the clonk 
of Ri'pnblicanism lokiiif ih'jsi who hupjmi 
to differ wilti you in faith.

Weather Has Been Oenerally 
Favorable During tbePaat 
WMk. 



The weather duriiiK the paft week has 
been all tli.it farmers eoiiM dt sin'. No 
complaint of a Hcrionf cliaracter i.x maiie 
from any <)ii!irter of Die state, excentinjf 
the <lruiilh-ytr;i kei) counties ot extreme 
nortlifrii ftortion. l ain er.^ are jiibilatil 
over the lirijfiit pronpeit that ii» before 
them. All kind;^ of vejretaiion are in ex- 
cellent rondition, and it is intereetinK to 
the tourist no lets than to the farmer to 
behold how all thinin ffrow. Correspoml- 
enta invariably suvK^ist some coiiit>ari- 
son as to when a more bouutiful harvest 
waa obtained, but it conies from aeveral 
of tbera this week that the crops this 
year in their respective counties are the 
flBMt "since the days of Daniel Boone." 

The predominating cliaracter of weath- 
er was partiy cloudy which was occa- 
sionally interrupted oy showers during 
the week. As a rule these showers were 
heaviest in the western counties, yet 
they were well distributed throughout 
thf central, southern and mountain dis* 
tricts of the State. Unfortunately an- 
other week has passed without the oc- 
currence ofj any rainfall reported from 
eorresimmlents in those count'es to the 
nortli of Fayette and Clark, where drouth 
has f)revailed since t he fiiyt week in .Inly. 

In those counties stock and vegetation 
)f all kin<l!J have been sult'erinV' intensely 
from the want of rains, and pastures are 
said to l)e like lieMs nf sandy soil, every 
eeiiiblance of ^jrass lieinkr tiampled by 
cattle whicli have to be driven some dis- 
tance eveiv da\' for water. It seems 
very jiroSalile, liowevcr, from the report 
of nearly two inches of rainfall at Cin- 
cinnati Slonday ni^jht, August L'dtli, that 
an approximate amount, or, at least, 
favorable showers occurred tliron>{hout 
all the eountiee of the entire northern 
|M>rtion of Kentucky, thus relieving to 
some extent the deplorable sitnation of 

droutli. 

Reports reKarding the corn crop con- 
tinue the most enconra^in;;, except where 
drouth prevails. In some counties, 
notably in Spencer and Nelson, massive 
walls of corn, lilteen to seventeen feet 
high, jfreet tlie observer on all 8i<les, 
Correspondents agree that the corn 
crop is already made, and there is now 
nothing to be feared in the light of a 
detriment except the possibility of an 
early frost. But the average date for t h e 
first "killing" frost, which is October (Uh, 
seems to place tlie matured condition ui 
the crop at that time beyond all reason- 
able expectation of injury from this 
source. 

Tobacco is sufTerinc to some extent 
from the etlects of woruis in some of the 
western cotinties, and tlieie i^ also some 
com plaint of 'ii inv'.
